Mr, Chairman Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have much pleasure in presenting to you my Annual Report 
for the year ending the 3lst December 195k. 


It may be stated that the general health of the inhabitants 
of the district has remained satisfactory and that the incidence 
of infectious diseases has been relatively low. 


According to the estimate of the Registrar General the 
mid-year population sek cacaeatiatd 250 tron. 17,500 in’ 1953 to 
27,550 An 1954. . 


From a study of the statistics relating to this area it will 
be seen that fewer children were born in 1954 than in 1953 and that 
the standardised live birth rate of 13.1 was below that for England 

and Wales as a whole (15.2). 


Whilst the standardised death rate showed an increase over 
that for the previous year the average age at death of 70.7 years 
for Males and 72.4 years for females was above that for 1953. 


I am pleased to report a decrease in the number of notified 
cases of respiratory tuberculosis from 16 in 1953 to 11 in 1954. 
I am also pleased to record that as from the lst October, 1954, it 
became illegal in this area for milk other than pasteurised sterilised 
and tuberculin tested to be retailed for human consumption. The effect 
of this order should result in a considerable reduction in the number of 
cases of tuberculosis of bovine origin such as tuberculosis of the glands 
bones and joints etc. 


I should again like to take this opportunity of expressing my 
appreciation for the help, and support which all members of the Council 
have given me and to thank the Sanitary Inspector, Engineer and all 
members of the staff for their willing co-operation and able assistance, 
given to me during the year.

(g) CARE OF PREMATURE INFANTS 


When necessary, arrangements can be made for the admission of 
& premature baby and its mother to the nearest Maternity unit, in this 
case the Royal Devon & Exeter Hospital, Exeter. 


(h) DENTAL CARE OF MOTHERS & YOUNG CHILDREN. 


A well cquipped dental surgery is provided at St, Clements, 
Exeter Rd, Exmouth, at which dental treatment can be given to mothers 
and young children. 


(i) DIPHTHERTA IMMUNISATION, 


Immunisation against Diphtheria slpuld be given at the age 
of 8 months and consists of a course of two injections of A.P.T, given 
at one month's interval. The protection thus provided should be main- 
tained by means of a single reinforcing injection at 5 years of age, 
and a second single reinforcing injection at 10 years of age. 

The immunisation can be given by the patients own doctor, the 
Medical Officer attending the Infact Welfare Centres or by the 
Assistance Schools Medical Officer. 

During 1954, 215 children received initial immunisation and 
44, were given reinforcing injections, 
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WATER SUPPLY, 


(a) Source of Supply. 


The town has two sources from which its water supply is obtained 
namely: - 


1. The catchment area at Squabmoor which feeds into an impounding 
Roservoir and 
2. Two boreholes at Dotton in the Parish of Colaton Raleigh. 


During the year, considerable progress has been made in the 
laying of the new pipeline from the Capel Lane Works to the Blackhill 
Reservoir Site and in the construction of the new 1,000,000 gallons 
capacity Service Reservoir At Blackhill. 


Approval was obtained to the provision of a new layout 
Distribution Mains in the town area necessary to avoid the difficulties 
pertaining in several parts of lack of pressure, due to insufficient 
mains capacity. An approval was also obtained to the institution of 
a system of Waste Water Prevention Zones, together with the necessary 
waste detection Meters, so that in the future the attack on wastage 
may be intensified. 


(b) QUALITY, 
Water has been very satisfactory in quality during the year and

During the year, the construction of the new Stormwater Pumping 
Station at Hartopp Road has continued, and at the time of preparing 
this Report, is nearing complction. 


The work of constructing the new Courtlands Cross Sewer was 
commenced during the year and when it is completed will form the 
bases for the drainage of the whole of the existing and contemplated 
development in the Courtlands Cross Area. 


PUBLIC CONVENIENCES . 


Maintenance of existing Conveniences has been satisfactory 
throughout the year, and steps have been taken to proceed with the 
construction of a new Convenience on a site at the rear of Templetown 
Lodge, The Esplanade. 


PUBLIC CLEANSING AND REFUSE DISPOSAL, 


It has been necessary to continue with the disposal of refuse 
by tipping at the King George's Field The difficulties of properly 
controlling this tipping have increased considerably during the year, 
and it is hoped that tentative Schemes for alternative means of disposal 
of refuse will be brought to a satisfactory conclusion. 


SWIMMING POOL, 


The swimming Pool has continued to be very popular both with 
residents and visitors.

"Tuberculin Tested" are allowed to be sold, This caused a slight 
reduction in the number of dairies operating, and now very little milk 
is bottled locally as it is now obtained already bottled and sealed from 
the large suppliers. 


Now at only one plant in this district is pasteurisation carried 
out.

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Consequent upon the decontrol of meat during the year, 
considerable discussion took place amongst the meat traders and 
the Council. It was decided not to re-open any of the existing 
slaughter~houses. 


During the year visits were paid to provision stores, meat 
shops, cooked meat shops, fish shops, fried fish shops, greengrocers, 
and fruit shops, and any suggestions for improving the handling of 
food were well received by the person in charge of the shop who 
endeavoured to see that they were carried out when required, 


The importance of repeated visits to all the food establishments 
is emphasised in order to ensure that a satisfactory standard is main- 
tained and not allowed to lapse.

Eighteen samples of cockles and mussels were taken at the Factory 
during the inspections and sent to the Public Health Laboratory at 
Exeter for bacteriological examination, All the samples were reported 
as "Satisfactory".

During the inspections of the various premises it has been noted 
that the traders have generally observed the requirements of the Byelaws 
and only informal advice on some occasions has been necessary. 


CLEAN FOOD CAMPATGN. 


The traders in the area have continued to assist the Department 
in the furtherance of food hygiene and to endeavour to see that all 
members of their staff take the necessary precautions. 


Again and at cvery opportunity, the importance of hand washing 
Giter the use of the W/.C. is stressed to all concerned in every branch 
of the food trade, 


Dogs in Food Shops. 


It is disappointing to note that despite continued publicity 
to this matter, a few customers are still taking their dogs into 
food shops. 


PREVENTION OF DAMAGE BY PESTS ACT, 1949. 


General Slightly fewer complaints regarding rats and 
mice were received this year than compared with 
last year, On investigation it was generally 
found that there was some attraction to rodents 
in the form of garden sheds, compost heaps, or 
undisturbed accumulations on the premises or in 
the vicinity. All complaints were satisfactorily 
dealt with either by the occupier of the premises 
or the Council. 


Sewer Rats. Upon carrying out a 10% test baiting of the 
sewers, as requested by the Ministry of 
Agriculture & Fisheries, the sewers were 
again found to be free from rats. The tests 
were made during 12 - 17th July 1954 and 104 
baits laid. As two consecutive "No Takes" were 
recorded on alternative days for each manhole 
baited, the sewer system was considered to be 
free from rats, 
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Council Property. During the year four treatments were carried 
out at King George V Ground, Refuse Tip and 
the Depot. These properties, at the moment, 
appear to be in a satisfactory condition. 


Wathycombe Brook, This year owing to shortage of staff through 
illness it was only possible to carry out
